Th® nam® “Gladstone” was for many 
fears one of power in all the English speak­ 
ing world. 
Not only has t he United King­ 
dom of G reat Britain and Ireland felt t he 
impress of his genius in every part of her 
government, but Canada and Australia, 
the Cape Colony and other welt governing 
dependencies have molded their institu­ 
tions largely according to his ideas, while 
in the United States he has had as many 
devoted adm irers as in his native island. 
"Grand Old Man” was his title here as well 
ae In English lands, and here it was even 
more freely accorded than there. 
And yet his character presents a paradox. 
No other politician of modern times, none 
probably of any time, has changed posi­ 
tions so often or so radically, and it Is 
scarcely possible to find any defined prin­ 
ciple advocated by him during his later 
years th at he had not a t some time in the 
f 
ast assailed with vituperative eloquence. 
Vt, there was always a certain consistency 
even in his changes. Contrary to an alm ost 
universal rule am ong students of society 
and government, he steadily grew more 
radio I as he grew older, le**s cautious as he 
grew physically weaker and less tolerant 
of criticism as his course raised greater 
armies of critics. 
His supporters claimed consistency on 
his part by one plea: lie declared and was 
often able to show that, while souud rea­ 
soning on the facts then known sustained 
his first position, later experience taught 
sensible men the true view, and hence that 
an advocacy which was once only a m istake 
was later the outcome of mere obstinacy in 
opposition to just ice and truth, lie entered 
parliam ent as a Tory of the 18th century 
•ort, grew into a m ild Conservative, held 
office as an advanced W hig arid then led 
the opposition to victory in 181*3 as a 
Liberal so very radical th at many English 
radii als abandoned him, and even Irish 
radicals had sometimes to restrain him. 
S o m f t l m e a In e o n n ts te n t; A lw ay* K arn e« t. 
lie took office as a protectionist, but aided 
In establishing free trade: launched into 
; literature with a plea for the union of 
church and state so extrem e th at even the 
Tories repudiated it and ended by destroy­ 
ing the Irish establishm ent, and though his 
first public utterance to be generally rue 
ticed in America was a eulogy on Jefferson 
Davis and the southern confederacy and 
his next a savage criticism on the Irish 
party he lived to be the most popular of 
Englishmen to Americans aud the very 
ideal of statesm en to Irishmen. 
Surely the 
career of such a man deserves close study. 
It teaches many valuable lessons, but chief- 
] ly these two—th at in this century new 
measures and the science of government 
have developed so rapidly th at the man of 
action and talent appears for a tim e tile 
most inconsistent, and th at the people in­ 
stinctively approve of an inconsistent ad­ 
vance far more than of a consistent stand­ 
still or retrogression. 
One may go over hundreds of pages of 
his speeches or writings w ithout finding a 
single essay at wit, and though many pas­ 
sages show geniality it would be hard to 
find one that is distinctly hum orous 
In 
the case of any tither man, or of the same 
man in any other country, especially in the 
United States, this very uniform ity of se­ 
riousness and awful dignity w’ould have 
made him the subject of sat ire.

In 1831 he was graduated with a brilliant 
trium ph, and the next year entered parlia­ 
m ent in the good old Tory way -"accept­ 
ing the seat for N ewark by the grace of the 
Duke of Newcastle.” He continued to rep­ 
resent th at borough till 1846, but as Glad­ 
stone then showed signs of liecoming lib­ 
eral the duke gave the seat to another, 
claiming, as he said, "the right to do what 
he would with his own.” 
In 1*34 Glad­ 
stone first “took office” as under secretary 
for t he colonies, Sir Robert Peel being pre 
mier. 
Being "throw n out,” as the English 
phrase is, by the defeat of Peel in 1835, he 
employed his leisure in literary work and 
published the once celebrated- perhaps one 
should say notorious—"Church and Si ate.” 
It is now rememliered chiefly because of 
M acaulay’s savage criticism of it in the 
Edinburgh Review. 
In 1840 be put fort Ii another peculiar work 
; on church affairs. 
In 1841 he agaiu took a 
1 place in the cabinet and soon became eini 
J nent as a financier. 
In 184b he resigned lo ­ 
calise the government favored the Catholic 
college in Ireland, but Moon came in again.

Among the pleasantest and most valu­ 
able customs «>f the staff of Punch hasbeen 
for many years the eating of a weekly din­ 
ner wit ii tile editor, at which the policy of 
the pajier and its caricatures an* outlined 
and criticised. 
Mr. Gladstone was invited 
to be an honoml guest at one of these din­ 
ners, and th****© was some previous specula­ 
tion as to how be and Mr. Kumiss would 
enjoy the meeting. 
Mr. Gladstone proved 
equal to the occasion. 
He came, and hard­ 
ly was he seat*-cl at the table when the com­ 
pany became aware of a change in his fa­ 
miliar personality. A second look revealed 
its nature. 
Mr. Kumiss started; somebody 
tittered; there was a smile, a ripple and 
then a roar of laughter. 
Mr. Gladstone had on the smallest, slen­ 
derest and most inconspicuous of narrow 
turndown collars, assumed for that occa­ 
sion only, and was quietly enjoying the

hall, and it was rare that he was unable to 
reach the outskirts of the most extended 
outdoor audience.

almost invariably able to produce upon hi* 
audiences 
His gestures were apparently 
unstud ital and always seemed to emphasize 
the wonts he uttered. Ilia style as a speak­ 
er differed m aterially from his style as a 
writer. Though it is undoubtedly true th at 
he prepared most of his im portant speeches 
carefully in advance, he was never at a loss 
for a reply when interrupted by a dissent­ 
ing auditor. 
Public speaking is of even greater im­ 
portance in English than in American pol­ 
itics. Certainly, judging from the reporta, 
which are always printed verbatim in the 
English palters, long public speeches are 
much more frequent there than here. 
Mr. 
Gladstone probably made more speeches 
than any other English statesman. Thanks 
to his wonderful physique, he never flinched 
because of inclement weather, and among 
the marvels of his career was the way in 
which lie would stand for hours in a jielt- 
ing rain sometimes while he expounded to 
the voters his views on the vital topics of 
1 the day. 
Mrs. Gladstone invariably occupied 
a 
place near him when be was speaking and 
was always ready w ith w rapt and refresh- j 
ments for him the moment he had finished. 
He was rarely treated with discourtesy, es-, 
penally during his later years, Lilt in th© 
campaign of T893 he suffered an injury 
. 
one of his eyes from a sm all missile throw n 
by a woman. 
Ho soon recovered from the 
effects of this, however, and continued 
speaking during the campaign, although it 
was feared that lie m ight lie laid up during 
tho remainder of t lie contest.

An average lifetime had passed since he 
left college, and in th at tim e he had been 
one of the busiest men in the world, yet his 
knowledge of the classics had constantly 
improved. 
The principal Latin authors 
were still as familiar to him as the English 
authors of the same rank, aud Greek us his 
I second native tongue. 
Every American college has its standard 
jokes Miscut tile various Englishmen who 
have put forth so many varying views on 
I the "iliad ” and "Odyssey," the same man 
sometimes changing his views completely 
within a few years, but Mr. Gladstone is a1 
ways honored as the consistent and almost 
convincing advocate of the unity of Homer. 
It is a very curious fact that down to th** 
j middle of this century American scholars 
and c o lle g e s were practically unanim ous in 
m aintaining the unity of Homer; that a 
change came so rapidly th at at one tim e tile 
great weight of authority was the other 
way, and th at in many cases the same pas 
•ages were relied on to prove various au 
thoro that had l>een to prove unity, while 
many men who had when students thought 
I Gladstone’s reasoning unanswerable lived 
to wonder th at it should ever have seemed 
j to them weighty. 
In his “Studies on Homer aud the Ho­ 
meric Age” (iS58) Mr. Gladstone m aintains 
that one man wrote the entire poems, and 
that they are historic—th at is, there was a 
real Troy which was destroyed by the 
Greeks. 
In his “Juventus M undi" (1869> 
and his latest work on Hoim*r(1874) he goes 
still further and attem pts to fix the date of 
Troy’s destruction. 
Th** argum ent is. if 
anything, abler, vet the ii im convinced, and 
the last did not. 
The world is now in an 
; era of skepticism as to all ancient stories. 
The most ardent adm irers of Gladstone** 1 
genius merely smile at his views on such 
subjects and say that he is by nature a dev 
otce, whether as to the literalness of the 
Pentateuch, of Homer or any other ancient 
work 
Mr. Gladstone’* Library. 
Mr. Gladstone’s library contains about 
25,090 volumes, and be was fully three­ 
quarters of a century collect ing it. Scarcely 
a day passed ttmt tie aw nor marts© some au­ 
dition to it. 
For instance, on the day of 
Stanley’s wedding he cst taped as soon as he 
J could from the gay throng and went to the 
shop of a bookseller on Southam pton row. 
where he bought "The Life of Thomas ■
